WACO, Texas.—A district court jury 


Friday sentenced William Beck, 19, 
former University of Texas student, to 
death in the electric chair for the slay- 
Ing of O. L. Jones, automobile sales- 
man last September 3. 


The defense gave notice of appeal. 
Beck confessed the crime following 


his arrest in a Wichita Falls hotel 
and said he shot the salesman 'who 
had given him a 'lift in his car to ob- 
tain money and1 received but ?2, 


Efforts wore made to show him in- 


sane as the result of a baseball strik- 
ing him in the head in 1929. 


In contrast to the tears of members 


of his family, Beck heard the death 
verdict of the jury without a show of 
emotion. 


The stillness of the court room' that 


followed reading of the death sent- 
ence was broken by 
the 
sobbing 


moans from Mrs. J. J, Beck white- 
haired mother of the condemned 
youth. 


Two of Beck's sisters, who sat near 


her, 
also sobbed. The boy's father 


sagged in his chair when he com- 
prehended the verdict, then he broke 
into tears. 


Court officials immediately called 


the county nurse who gave what com? 
fort they could to the women. 


Beck sat through the scene of sor- 


row without exhibiting any emotion. 


Members of the family of Jones, for 


whose death Beck is condemned to 
die, were present in the courtroom 
but they showed no emotion. Jones' 
widow, their son. Lee Jones, and sev- 
eral other relatives of Jones were in 
the courtroom. They left immediate- 
ly for the office of District Attorney 
Willard McLaughlin. 


Members of the jury'were visibly 


affected by the sobs of the women of 
Beck's family as they broke under the 
strain. 


The jurors refused to talk about 


the verdict. 


In a few minutes, Sheriff Leslie 


Stegall cleared the spectators from the 
court in order to allow the Back fam- 
ily some privacy. Then Beck was 
taken back to jail.

of all citizens whether they be mem- 
bers of this association or not.

PARIS—(;p)—A .humane revolver 


which Inflicts a knoekbut, but leaves 
no Injurious effects, is being tried 
out by the local police department. 


This "knockout gun" is the Iftven" 


tion of Professor Diou of Paris, an 
expert .on fire-arms, and consists of 
a cone-shaped attachment which can 
be applied to almost any revolver.'In- 
side .there is a powder of.chemical 
substances. The pistol is loaded With 
a- blank cartridge which, when fired, 
ignites the powder and shoots out a 
blast of smoke. 
- 


No After-Effects 


The stort has a double action. The 


force of the explosion will topple over 
an ordinary man at a distance of three 
yards arid a whiff of the gas will 
render him unconscious for about ten 
minutes. The chemical also has the 
effect of tear-gas and after regaining 
consciousness the victim will be' blind- 
ed for another ten minutes at least. 
Otherwise he will suffer no injury 
or feel any after-effects. 


"Some weapon like this is what W£ 


have needed for long time," said M. 
Piacentini, chief inspector of Paris 
police, who is conducting experiments 
with the "Knockout Gun."
